United Steelworkers now h as set th e all- 
time record for a steel strike. Th e old record 
of 108 day s was set away back in 19 19 after 
World War I wh en th e big man in steel 
unionism was William Z. Foster. 
Unionism in th e steel industry h as come a 
long way since th en. Th e 19 19 strike fizzled 
out because steelworkers drifted back to 
work, until finally more were at work th an 
were on strike. 
Today , noth ing is being said about going 
back iO work. Th e union h as demonstrated 
bey ond any question th at it can h old out its 
members indefinitely . It is not even ques­ 
tioned th at if it is unable to keep th em from 
going back to work under Taft-Hartlev in­ 
junction power th en calls th em out again 
a t 
th e end of 80 day s th ey w 11 obey . 
It can be assumed safe y th at th ey will 
« tick with th p union th rough all th e current 
twists and turns of legal confusion th at 
its lawy ers h av© added t<a th e strike. Th eir 
discipline is ex emplary . 
But is is equally h istoric in th e sttel strike 
of 19 5 9 th at United Steelworkers is up against 
« ome equally rem arkable discipline among 
the steel companies. 


ITS OBVIOUS strategy h as been to split 
them up and play th em off against one 
a no ther. Th at was th e way th e union gained 
its po wer in th e steel industry —by play ing 
bo th ends against th e middle, th e bigs against 
the sma lls and th e smalls against th e bigs. 
Perha ps in 19 5 9 it is ho ping to pla y the 
West a g a inst the East, by co urtesy o f the 
Ka iser settlement, but there is no present 
rea so n to believ e its ho pe ca n be justifid.

J t is being demo nstra ted tha t in the sh ow- 
‘ 
do wn o n industry wide ba rg a ining bo th sides 
-ca n keep their ra nks closed, and th e dem- 
! 
o nstra tio n is a lulu.

It is g o ing to be a ug mented a nd perha ps 
replaced ea rly nex t y ea r with a sho wdo wn 


in th e railroad industry , 
wh ose manage­ 
ment like th e management of th e steel in­ 
dustry say s it is unwilling to go any furth er 
with work rules th at are obsolete and in­ 
efficient. 
Th is is th e only oth er strike, aside from 
th e kind of a transportation strike th at th e 
Teamsters Union could call and undoubtedly 
maintain, wh ich would oversh adow even a 
steel strike in its disastrous impact on th e 
economy . 


IT IS IMPORTANT to realize, in viewing 
th is kind of power, th at only unions possess 
it. Th ere is 
no 
compensating 
power 
in 
management. If th e members of any industry 
staged a lockout in an attem pt to bring th e 
country to its knees th ey would be prosecuted 
ruth lessly under antitrust laws, convicted and 
fined to th e limit of th eir resources. 
Th ere would be no grounds for 
a ppea l to 
th e Supreme Court of 
the United 
Sta tes, 
eith er. 
It simply would be unthinka ble tha t steel 
companies could 
tie up the na tio na l eco no my 
for more th an 100 da y s fo r a ny rea so n 
wh at­ 
ever, let alone th e rea so n tha t ha s pro lo ng ed 
th e steel strike—the unio n’s a bso lute refusa l 
to consider any cha ng es in work rules. 
Union members, oth er U.S. workers with out 
pay ch ecks and th e population in general 
h ave been assured by th e legal spokesmen 
for United Steelworkers th at th ere

emergency with in th e meaning of th e Taft- 
Hartley Act.

NAIROBI 
Th e gh ost of Mau Mau continues 
to h aunt Keny a. Th ere h asn’t been 
a Mau Mau m urder in two y ears, 
and fewer th an 100 of its adh erents 
are still h iding in th e woods; but 
th e British colony is still under 
emergency rule, with th e basic 
freedoms of speech , 
movement, 
and organization seriously curtail­ 
ed. 
In recent month s, according to 
official sources, two secret societies 
h ave been formed by Meru and 
Embu tribesmen, wh o were also in­ 
volved with th e Kikuy u tribesmen 
in th e Mau Mau wars. 
African 
spokesmen 
like

Gikony o Kiano 
claim th at such organizations are 
inevitable so long as th e country 
proh ibits formation of free, legal 
political groups.

Mau sy mpath izers h ave been re. 
leased in th e last few y ears, about 
1 000 are still in detention camps, 
h eld with out trial for as long as 
seven y ears. Included among th ese 
are th e leaders of th e Kikuy u and 
Luo tribes,

National political 
part es are 
proscribed, and all 
forms of meetings and free move­ 
ment are partly or totally curtail­ 
ed To go in or out of th e Kikuy u 
reserve area, only 11 miles from 
Nairobi, one needs a government 
pass. 
Th ere is no mood of desperation 
in th is city , but th e tension is noth ­ 
ing sh ort of electric.

A f r i c a n s are 
squeezed into 52.00) square miles 
of land, some of it of a pastoral 
and marginal nature, wh ile 3,000 
wh ite settler families control 12.000 
square miles in th e rich and fertile 
h igh lands. 
Th e disparity is even greater 
wh en viewed in term s of cash 
crops: Th e Africans, th ough h un­ 
dreds of times more numerous, sell 
only one-fourth as much produce on 
th e market as th e small settler 
community . 
In th e last th ree y ears th e gov­ 
ernment h as spent many millions, 
much of it subsidy from Britain, to 
aid th e Africans. In th e Kikuy u re-

THE AFRICANS complain th at 
th ese steps, th ough desirable in 
principle, are being implemented 
arbitrarily . Th ey ch arge th at tens 
of th ousands of detainees — prison­ 
ers rounded up in th e war — nave 
lost th eir h oldings, a n d th at a 
group ot “squat’ers” called Muh oi 
h ave lost th eir righ ts as well. 
Neverth eless African agriculture 
is flourish ing. Th e Kikuy u farmer 
in particular sh ows h imself to be

as good as th e wh ’te farm er wh en 
given an opportunity . For instance 
Kikuy u coffee is more carefully 
grown and each tree y ields both 
more and be.ter coffee th an th at 
of th e wh ite settler. According to 
government statistics th e cash crop 
ot th e African h as nearly tripled 
in a decade, and subsistence pro­ 
duction h as doubled. 
In th e cities many millions h ave 
been spent for African h ousing and 
a minimum wage law of about $15 
a month h as been introduced to 
give th e worker a measure of pro­ 
tection. Th e Keny a Federation of 
Labor, h eaded by Mboy a, opera es 
legally and h as done a good job 
in raising living standards. 
Under th e stress of ch ange Ken­ 
y a h as abolish ed some discrimina­ 
tory practices of long standing. In 
th e civil service, for instance, all 
races must receive equal pay for 
equal work. It doesn’t alway s work 
out th at way because th e African 
h as trouble being upgraded to bet­ 
ter jobs. But th e acceptance of th e 
th eory is in itself someth ing revolu­ 
tionary . A number of wh ite Euro­ 
peans h ave been disch arged by th e 
government for abusing Africans, 
someth ing th at wouldn't h ave h ap­ 
pened a decade ago.

For th e government of th e Unit­ 
ed Sta tes lost tax es equal to th ese 
amounts and foregoes as well th e 
ta x es o n profits th at would h ave 
been a t least 200 million. Also, 
th e Treasury lost far more in tax 
receipts usually collected from th e 
many industries indirectly affected 
by th e steel strike. 
But th e losses in wages to th e 
workers are even larger th an th e 
deficits of th e corporations involv­ 
ed in th e strike. Th is, too. means 
a loss of tax es. 
So th e American people must 
continue to pay more tax es to meet 
tH se deficiencies and th us th e h op­ 
ed for day of a reduction in tax 
rates is postponed. 


NOBODY GAINS by a strike and 
y et struggles arise periodically th 
are eventually ended by negotia­ 
tion after wh ich euph emistic state­ 
ments are issued about victories 
won. 
Th e truth is th at every big strike 
is due to th e failure of th e pro­ 
c e s s of reason and a breakdown 
in th e communication sy stem be­ 
tween adversaries. 
Sometimes union politics keeps 
a leader from making an agree­ 
ment th at h e fears will make h im 
unpopular with h is constituency . 
Sometimes management h esitates 
to make a concession for fear th at 
nex t y ear it will face a strike again 
as advantage is taken by th e union 
to press later for furth er conces­ 
sions. 
Collective bargaining nowaday s 
means th at any th ing granted in a 
previous y ear is permanent and not 
subject to ch ange. 
So fa r a s th e public is concerned, 
it can h ardly bring its influence to 
bear ex cept th rough government 
and th is, too, leads to settlements 
of strikes th at a re likely in th e 
long run 
to do mo re ha rm tha n 
good. 
In fact, today ’s strike in steel 
is largely th e result of th e mis- 
h and'ing of labor-management re­ 
lations in th e past with too much 
government pressure of th e politic­ 
al sort th at forced unsound settle­ 
ments in order to get a resumption 
of production at almost any cost. 
Today ’s 
impasse 
between 
th e 
steel companies and th e unions will 
not be solved overnigh t. 
Th e Taft Hartley Act injunction 
wh en imposed will not necessarily 
bring a cooling off period or even 


a disposition toward conciliatory 
moves on eith er side. 


THE FACT is th at no mach inery 
for settlement ex ists today in wh ich 
both sides can h ave confidence 
Th e spokesmen talk vaguely tc 
each oth er but th ey know all along 
wh at are th e basic issues and 
wh at must be done to get a settle­ 
ment. 
One th ing th at h as to h appen i« 
an acceptance by th e union lead­ 
ers of th e concept of ch ange ir 
working rules in th e steel industry , 
just as th ey h ave h ad to be ch anged 
in oth er industries to meet th e new 
conditions brough t about by new 
mach inery and equipmert. 
Th e subject is far too complex 
to be settled in th e usual negotia­ 
tions. 
Th e employ ers h ave already gone 
a big distance in th eir offer to sub­ 
mit th e issues to impartial arbitra­ 
tors. Th is is a sensible approach . 
Th e my stery is wh y th e union 
turned down th is very significant 
concession. 
For th e working rules eventually 
must be arbitrated or else submit­ 
ted to some kind of joint commit­ 
tee with power to make adjust­ 
ments th at both sides will sh ow 
a willingness to adopt in some 
form. 
Th e pressure on th e companies 
with old equipment fc modernize 
is greater th an ever. Yet. th e un­ 
ion is insisting on uniform rules 
for both th ose with new and old 
mach inery . 
Certainly some workers will be 
forced out of th eir present jobs but 
sensible plans to absorb th em in 
oth er 
divisions of th e 
industry 
would seem to be possible. 


THE SITUATION is not very dif­ 
ferent from th at wh ich faces work­ 
ers 
wh en 
plant 
operations 
are 
curtailed because of economic con­ 
ditions. 
Auto workers, for instance, wh o 
are innocent by standers, are al­ 
ready being laid off due to sh ort­ 
age of steel.

Th en th ere is th e problem ol 
mergers. Th e federal government, 
adh ering 
strictly 
to 
anti-trust 
statutes, acts to prevent mergers. 
It is figh ting th e proposed merger 
be ween 
Beth leh em 
Steel 
and 
Youngstown Steel. 
It doesn’t make sense for th e 
federal government, on th e one 
h and, to frown on th e 
mplovers 
wh o insist th at unions must agree 
to ch anges in working rules and at 
th e same time discourage th e com­ 
panies from making consolidations 
wh ich would cut th eir costs and 
improve th eir efficiency . 
Anti trust laws are essential to 
th e American sy stem of free com­ 
petition but th ey can h ardly be 
maintained if big unions are allow- 
ed to operate monopolies th at con­ 
trol labor costs. 
Th e current steel strike h as rais­ 
ed some fundamental issues th at 
are not going to be solved merely 
by a compromise on wage rates. 
Th e conflict is broader and th ere 
will only be more and more strikes 
until th e equities are clearly es­ 
tablish ed and new mach inery in 
factory operations is accepted for 
wh at it is—a means of cutting costs 
and assuring savings to th e pub­ 
lic as a wh ole.

Wh at th ey measure, of course, 
is th e great consequentialities—th e 
big impact. 
A manufacturer of automobiles 
h as not been able to produce cars 
as rast as planned for because 
of a temporary sh or age of raw 
material. Th at’s serious. 
A boy manufacturer h as sh orten­ 
ed work sch edules because metal 
inventory is th inning out. Nearly 
300.000 people wh o oth erwise migh t 
h ave been working are on involun­

because

jobs. Th at’s serious. 
And of course a h alf million 
steelworkers wh o are not working 
also must be 
considered—th at’s 
500.000—six digits.
